The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
amendments cancelling "alginates" from Claim 1 and correcting the informalities noted with 
respect to Claim 24 obviate the rejections. All rejections are WITHDRAWN. The search of the 
prior art did not reveal the compounds claimed in Claims 1 and 24 as pertaining to nanocarbon 
dispersions.
